Henry C. Barlow, of Chicago, who 


has had twenty years experience In 
railroad business and n director of the 
Chicago association of commerce, tes- 
tified that the class rates between New 
York and Chicago were unjust and 
therefore unreasonable and the pro- 
posed advances were not fairly dis- 
tributed. Tho railroads, said the wit- 
ness, seemed to have selected such 
commodities as they wished, had left 
other tariffs unchanged, and had made 
some reductions. 


Shows How It Is. 


Mr. Barlow said that the railroad 


plan put the entire Increase on only 
10 per cent of the 
freight 
tonnage 


while the pretext of meeting wage in- 
crease applied to 100 per cent of all 
tonnage. 
He said that the proposed 


advance put 44 per cent of the burden 
on the first blass ot freight and that 
substantially 75 per cent of the burden 
rested on shippers of first, second and 
third classes ot freight. Substantially

would bear the burden of the advance, 
Mr. Barlow estimated. He said that 
substantially 85 per cent of the total 
increase would be on class rates and 
15 per cent on commodity rates.

Warship Puts to Sea. 


When the Deodora had ceased firing 


she put to sea, accompanied by the 
Mlnas Geraes. 


Morning broke with the mutinous 


craft still outside the harbor and they 
did not return to port until some hours 
later. 


Congress met In extraordinary ses- 


sion this morning. 
The chamber of 


deputies first concurred \vlth tho^ sen- 
ate in granting amnesty to ..the muti- 
neers. Both houses then passed reso- 
lutions conceding the demands of the 
sailors. As soon as the action of con- 
gress became known the mutinous 
crews surrendered and the revolt was 
at an enrl. The city was soon quiet 
and resuming its normal activities.

Germany aims mainly at tho cultlva- 


,lon of the spruce, the pine and tho tlr 
for soft woods, and the beech and tho 
oak for the hard. I noticed that tho 
spruce and the fir were mostly planted 
n the lower grounds and the pine in 
the higher; the pine Is also used on 
sandy wastes. 
Germany experiments 


freely and with open mind vlth the 
trees of other nations, and there one 
sees great quantities' of Norway spruce 
and Scotch pine, though the Duglas 
fir, the black walnut and the Ameri- 
can white ash are very popular. In the 
experimental tracts they set .out In 
juxtaposition patches of seedlings from 
many lands and closely watch their 
comparative growth. 


The patient thoroughness of the Ger- 


man Is everywhere apparent; and per 
haps an example from the German ter- 
ritory about Tslngtao, In China, taken 
in charge by them eleven years ago, 
will be Illustrative. They found In this 
territory a great bareness, but al- 
ready they have planted 3,000 acres of 
forest; and In 1908, utilizing Chinese 
help, they fought the greatest pest, In- 
sects, having over 7,000,000 caterpillars 
gathered by hand and smashed, and— 
a further German touch—-used as fer- 
tlizer. 


Are .Op«n to th» Public. 


A pleasant feature of the great for- 


ests In both Germany and France Is 
their openness to the public, who may 
walk or drive or picnic there at will. 
It amused me to find one German tor 
est pond stocked by an esthetic over- 
forester with gold 
fish. 
There are, 


however, wilder thing* than gold fish 
In some of the forests; France alone 
pays some $5,000 annually in bounties 


of wolves, crows and 
for the killing 
wild boars. 
France, though, not 
so 
successful 


financially as Germany 
in 
forestry, 


sliows in her forests a. peculiar cliarm 
tliai Is somehow missing from most o. 
the German forests—the kind of cliarni 
that Inspired Corot to paint his mas^ 
terpleces. 
The French forests, royi' 


chases descending, direct from prin.-oiy 
possessions, still seem to display tlu 
dignity, the charm, the. line beauty 
that properly goes with descendant.? 
oi' the "ancient regime." 


Eighteen per cent, of the area of 


Franco is forest land. 
Nearly 3,000,- 


000 acres are owned by the govern- 
ment, and from this there Is a.n annual 
net. average income of $1.73 (in acre. 


France, poorer than Germany, hesi- 


tates about spending; ar.il whereas th< 
moat economically administered Ger- 
man forests have an average of $1.25 
an acre for operating expenses, and 
other German forests range from that 
to as high as $3.58 an acre, the annual 
French expenditure is but ninety-live 
cents un acre. It is a cnso where put- 
ting less in takes less out. 


Franco Spends for Beauty. 


Then too, the French have a great 


total of unproductive space -given over 
to stately avenues, find splendid forest 
vistas down wide roads radiating in- 
terminably from central points, and 
broad entrances of beauty ami dignity; 
and they spend money on stone wnlU 
and clipped hedging and fine 
roada. 


They are ready to do with decreased 


revenue for the sake 
of 
Increased 


beauty, and In great degree flnd finan- 
cial reward In Increasing tho attrac- 
tiveness for visitors. They ar« willing, 
for the same reasons, to maintain trees 
not the most productive 
financially, 


such as the miles and mile* of beech 
forests at royal Complcgne and the 
magnificent beeches of Fontalnbleau. 


In general, tho methods are like tho 


German. Inded, tho actual principles 
of forest growing are comparatively 
simple, tho more Important points bo 
Ing the willingness of tho government 
to conserve Its forests and a general 
wn tch fulness over forests In general.1' 
And the French policy Is very liberal. 


Exemption from taxation for many 


years la granted private owners who 
afforest the tops and slopes of moun 
tains, and a reduction ot three-quar- 
ters of tho taxes on other land afforest- 
ed. The government even furnishes 
seed or young trees to private owners 
under certain conditions; but If a pri- 
vate owner wishes to' cut down his 
piece of woods—and by this is not 
meant the ordinary use of tho proper 
accretion—he is not permitted to do 
so without asking governmental per- 
mission and sjiowlne good cause. 


Th% chances are that after a long 


delay and many formalities he will find 
his request refused. 


Two Centuries to Complete, 


At the present time France Is plan- 


ning such an extension of her forestry 
system as will take two centuries' tc 
complete. 


Already France has furnished the 


best single example of successful for- 
estry that the world has seen—the 
reclamation of the sandy and marshy 
wastes of the southwest.

was begun in 1793, at the time of th< 
French revolution, ordinarily associ- 
ated only with war and bloodshed,-anc 
is still continuing. Two hundred anc 
seventy-five thousand acres of. sanf 
dunes In Gascony have been coverec 
with pine forest, and almost 2,000,000 
acres of the region of. sand, and marsr 
known as the Landes—a region 
so 


desolate that popular belief had it that

One of the most interesting of the 


advanced methods applies to the stim- 
ulation of osseous growth artificially 
by injecting formalin. This is .1 solu- 
tion of the gas formaldehyde used us 
a disinfectant, and preservative, and 
the .Hjtild has been employed not only 
in its pure state, but in the 2 per cent, 
solution. 
The experiments which have been 


conducted so far by Dr. R. O. Melsen- 
bach ore described by him in the Jour- 
nnl of Orthopedic.

Whether the physiological effects of 


rapid ascents und descents upon the 
aviator may bo a factor leading to 
aeroplane accidents Is a question con- 
sidered hy the Lancet. 


"A sound heart and supple arteries 


a.re absolutely necessary to an aviator.' 
asserts this journal. "The list of dis- 
tressing fatal'f s to aviators has bo- 
corne comparatively long In a 
very 


short time. The accidents arc always 
attributed to some mechanical cause— 
some breakdown In the machine or un- 
expected current of air. No doubt this 
Is usually true, but it seems to us 
quite possible that In sorne cases the 
breakdown may have been in the hu- 
man machine, which is exposed to a 
new and peculiar stress, both physical 
and psychical. 
It Is curious that this 


point does not seem to have received 
attention." 
i 


Reference is made to certain obser- 


vations recorded by Prof. R. Moullnier 
on the blood pressure of aviators -who 
have ascended to high altitudes. The 
Lancet continues: 


"On alighting after ascending to a 


height of 1.200 to 2.000 -metres the avi- 
ator presents cyanosis of the extremi- 
ties, probably from the low tempera- 
ture of the high regions of the atmos- 
phere. Often there Is congestion of the 
conjunctlvae. The pulse is slightly ac- 
celerated, but there IS no palpitation, 
arrhythmia ar eplstaxls. 
There Is 


often slight and transient 
headache.

Pit, Commits Crime 


at Anderson. 


SELF-DEFENSE IS PLEA 


Anderson, 
Ind., 
Nov. 
25.—Frank 


Rickets, 29 years old, an employe of 
the Sefton Manufacturing company, 
shortly after noon yesterday shot and 
killed his wife, Ida. and a woman 
known as Nettie Britten. When arrest- 
ed a few minutes later, he was pulling 
the trigger of a revolver pointed at his 
head, but the cartridge had been pre- 
viously discharged. 


When taker* to police headquarters 


Rickets said the shooting was in self- 
defense. 
After being placed in a cell 


he refused to talk regarding the crime. 
The shooting took place in the Deckor 
building, 
at 
Mcridan 
and 
Tenth 


streets. 


Elckerts. who Is a machinist, was 


maddened by jealousy, the police say. 
He and his wife had been separated 
for several months and he frequently 
had asked the police to arrest her for 
alleged misdemeanors. The man went 
to the building in which his wife had 
been living with Mrs. Britton yester- 
day and asked tho janitor io direct 
him to their rooms. Soon afterward a 
passing policeman heard several shots 
in the building and running up the 
stairs met Rlckerts with a smoking re-- 
volver in his hand. Rickerts attempted 
.to shoot himself, the policeman said, 
but all the cartridges in his revolver 
had been discharged. 


Taking Rfekerts with him into an 


upper hall way, the policeman there 
found the body of Mrs. Rickerts. She 
had been shot through the heart. In 
a nearby room was the body of Mrs. 
Britton. 
who also 
had 
been 
shot 


through the heart. 
Both women were 


ajtired for the street. The police be- 
lieve that Rickets had waited for the 
women in the darkened hall way and 
had shot them as they walked toward 
the head of the stairs ari"d that Mrs. 
Britton had run tb the room in which 
her body was found. 


i 
At the police station Rickets said 


] that when the door of Mrs. Brltton's 
apartment 'was opened in response to 
his knock, his wife called to Mrs. Brit- 
ton to "get a revolver" and that she 
would kill her husband. Mrs. Britton 
handed Mrs. Rickets a 
revolver, he 


said, and the latter shot at him, the 
bullet passing through' his hat. 
He 


then opened fire, he said. 


The police discredit Rickets' story 


because they did not llnd a second re- 
volver. There was a bullet hole in his 
liat, but It Is believed It was made 
when he attempted to Ore the laiit bul- 
let In his revolver Into his brain. 


Rickets Is 211 years old and his wife 


and Mrs. Britton were about the snme 
ag'.1.

who arc In un orphanage.

funeral of Maximo Gomez in 1305, has

attended the funeral of Alberto Yarl- 
ni, the recognized leader of the Cuban 
wht'tis slave traders, who was slain 
Tuesday In a fight between rival gangs 
of Cuban and French slave traders. 


Tho funeral cortege was led by a 


police escort In command of General 
Riva, the chief of police, and a band, 
and following them came the hearse, 
drawn by eight horses, and wagon 
loads of flowers. In the procession 
were many thousands of persons, In- 
cluding hundreds of gaudily attired 
women of the town committees of no - 
gro voodoo societies, all the elements 
of the "red light" district and delega- 
tions from various political and com- 
mercial bodies. There were also one 
hundred carriages containing tlie rep- 
resentativs of the best society in Ha- 
vana, high government officials and 
officers of the army and navy.

Classes Is Evolved in London. 


(Chicago Inter Ocean.)

stand for a practical and successful 
effort to deal with one of the most 
pressing questions of English rural 
life—the problem of cheap housing. 


In building these comfortable, well 


ordered dwellings for two of his under- 
gordeners at a cost fo? the two of $1,- 
500. St. Loo Strachey, editor of the 
Spectator; hasf'justified the faith which 
he publicly expressed and which moved 
him to promote the chea.u cottage exhi- 
bition at Letchworth In IMS. 


The argument which Mr. Strachey 


then advanced andjias now established 


is this: The agricultural laborer can- 
not afford to pay more than $1.50 a 
week house rent out of his wages. Any 
Improvement in his dwelling above 
that standard must ordinarily be pro- 
vided by philanthropy. 
The obvious 


way to cope with this situation is to 
cheapen the cost of construction. 
•«"<rhls Mr. Strachey, in co-operation 
with a local builder, has done, by using 
for the walls of his cottage concrete 
blocks made in molds on the spot. The 
ground lloors of the cottages have a 
scullery, a pantry and a large kitchen- 
sitting room, from which an open stair- 
case leads picturesquely to the upper 
story o? three bedrooms. 


As Mr. Strachey points out, this ex- 


traordinarily low cost of $1,500 for a 
pair of cottages—$2.250 is the figure 
usually accepted—hns been reached not 
only by the employment of cheap ma- 


terial, but by rigid exclusion of showy 
and unnecessary ornament, by dispens- 
ing with an architect and by leaving 
only a small margin for builder's profit. 
At the same time he maintains that his 
experiment has shown that it would be 
possible for any country landlord to 
house his people at the same cost by 
employing the labor and materials of 
his estate. Further, Mr. Strachey as- 
serts, the addition of $50 to the sale 
value of the cottages would turn them 
into a profitable venture for the com- 
mercial builder.

Tolstoi's immunity from persecution 


by the government has been a matter 
lor wonder in the world outside of 
Russia. 
Many times threatened by 


church and by state, he continued to I 
write with the utmost freedom. 
The 


church's blow was withheld forty years, 
the government never delivered any. 


"Tolstoy never 
will 
be 
molested 


while I am czar." said Alexander. And 
Nicholas took the same view of his un- 
ruly subject. 


"Dear brother." Tolstoy wrote to the 


czar a few years ago. "you have only 
one UCe on this earth and you man 
woefully squander that in your vain 
effort to halt the march of humanity. 
There is a whole army of policemen, 
lawyers nnd secret agents in Russia; 
the prisons are overflowing: the veto 
of the censor lias reached the culminat- 
ing point of stupidity: religious perse- 
cutions have never been as frequent or 
as cruel: famine has become a nor- 
mal phenomenon nnd the hostility of 
all classes to the government has be- 
come an habitual fart. 
Autocracy is 


a superannuated governmental form. 
It may answer the needs of some in- 
significant tribe of Central Africa that 
squats there nt a distance from civ- 
ilization, but it does not answer the de- 
mands of the Russian people." 


Thus <i subject addressed the auto- 


crat of all the Russias and remained 
untouched. 
Years before when Alex- 


ander III was on the throne the gov- 
ernment prosecuted some of Tolstoy's 
followers tor advocating his doctrines. 
Their leader wrote to the czar offering 
himself a sacrifice to the government 
and insisting on 
suffering with 
his 


friends. 
No attertion was paid to his 


appeal, and no steps ever were taken 
against him. The czar's government, 
whatever its mistakes, was not likely 
to commit the blunder of making a 
martyr of Leo Tolstoy. 


What other reason the government 


may have had for sparing the most 
radical thinUer in Russia never may 
be understood outside the class 
to 


which he belonged. It Is certain au- 
tocracy had no more determined ene- 
my in Russia than he. but It is also 
equally true that Tolstoy taught non- 
resistance to force. 
He believed that 


If all the peasants In Russia would 
live by the Ten Commandments the 
czar's government could not exist. He 
declared 
that 
twenty 
centuries nt 


Christianity had so revolutionized hu- 
manity that the only reason men can- 
not now live together in peace is that 
governments will not let them. 
To 


take up arms now. he believed, was to 
go back to the starting point and lose 
all that had been gained by civiliza- 
tion. That Is why Tolstoy never bc- 
cr»ic n Nihilist. 


In his own province he was an eye- 


witness to the terrible punishments the 
government Inflicted on the peasants 
fur Infractions of the law. Ho saw the 
head of every family in one 
village 


stripped and 
flogged 
with 
seventy 


Inshes tor diverting n water course. 
Only one thing saved him from becom- 
ing n. Nihilist at that spectacle. 
He 


relates that as he stood and watched 
the villagers go one by one to their 
punishment he saw each make a sign 
of the cross on his breast. In that hu- 
mility Tolstoy learned his lesson. 
It 


was better to suiter wrong, he con- 
cluded, than to inflict It. and resist- 
ance to violence could only increase Its 
evils. To him the bomb and the dag- 
ger were ns much the symbols of co- 
ercion as the muskets In the hands of 
the czar's army. 


Tolstoy's last challenge to the gov- 


ernment, however, was not allowed to 
lie. 
His recent description of the re- 


sults of the government's oppression, 
called "Three Days in a. Village." was 
censored nnd every copy of the book 
ordered seized. 
The book shows the 


misery that followed in the footsteps 
of the government tax. collector. 
In 


closing it he thus arraigns the gov- 
ernment: 
f

'"But the ministers and those who 


*uide this trade in vodka, and those 
who are busy in sentencing to exile, to 
jail, to hard labor, to hanging, are fully 
convinced 
that 
the 
samovars, 
the 


linens, the sheep, the calves levied from 
these paupers, find their highest use in 
the 
manufacture 
of 
vodka 
which 


poisons the people, and In the distri- 
bution of salaries among them and 
their helpers, in the decoration of their 
parlors, in the purchasing of attires 
foi their wives and in amusements in- 
dulged in by way of relief from their 
arduous labors in behalf of this un- 
couth and ungrateful people."
